Kordenskjold, In the dust which he 


collected in the arctic regions, found 
certain small, whito grains which he 
described as "oryoconite." 
It was 


partly from tho presence of these grains 
that ne inferred its origin to be cosmic, 
and consequently not pertaining to our 
earth. 
Silvestri found spherules of 


iron with nickel in some dust that fell 
at Catania, and assumed from that 
circumstance that it must be meteoric. 
Specimens of the cryooon'to and the 
Catanian dust, together with some ob- 
tained from the snow near Kiel, were 
recently submitted to the eminent 
mineralogist. Von Lasaulx, and that 
gentleman, as the result of his examina- 
tion, has announced his opinion that 
the dust is not of cosmic origin at all, 
but simply detritus derived from thw 
rocks on the earth's surface. Tho cry- 
oconite he found to be pr ncipally com- 
posed of quartz and mica, two minerals 
which are almost unknown in meteor- 
ites. There were no mineral particles 
present which would indicate a cos- 
micat origin. Hence he concludes that 
"the dust may undoubtedly have come 
from the 
gneiss region" of Green- 


land." The 
constituents o£ which 


the Catan'an dust was 
made 
up 


were, with the exception of the iron. 
particles, sueh as mi^bt have their or- 
igin within Sicily. Mount JJtna would 
itipplv the migite and o! vine crysta's 
ioundinit. Finally, in the dust brought 
from Kiel there was no race of min- 
erals which would indicate a non-ter- 
restrial origin, with the exception of a 
lew particles of metallic iron which 
could bo attracted with the magnet. 
'• U we now group the observations of 
tho various dust-masses precipitated 
irom th« atmosphere, it first appears 
that, in nearly tho whole muss, these 
varieties of dust consi.it of mineral 
particles which may be very well re- 
garded as a detritus of rocks more or 
less near. Only tho metallic iron, pres- 
ent always, but in a very small quanti- 
ty, c:ui be considered oo.<mic." Having 
arrived at this conclusion. M. von 
I.asaulx goes on to prove how tho pres- 
ence. of metallic iron does not tieces- 
<arilv indicate n cosmic origin.

Receipt for Luminous Paint. 
For making luminous paint this is 


the receipt: Take oyster shells and 
clean them with warm water. 
Put 


them into tho fire for half an hour, 
and then take them out, cool thorn, 
pound them fine, aud removo the 
worthless gray parts. Put tho pow- 
der into a crucible with alternate 
layers of sulphur. 
Close tho lid and 


seal it up with sand, made into a stiff 
paste with beer. 
After tho crucible 


has been over the firo for an hour 
and afterward cooled, tho contents 
will be found to be white. 
Sift tho 


powder carefully and mix it with 
gum water. 
This gives a paint 


which remains luminous for a very 
long time after dark if it is first ox- 
posed to daylight. 


Advantage of Drainage to Wheat. 


Some idea of the importance, of 


good drainage in farming may be 
gathered from the fact that water 
may stand on wheat several days 
with little or no injury, provided 
there are drains underneath to carry 
it off even slowly. Water with a 
current is not injurious to wheat; bnt 
if stagnant, it is of course rank poi- 
son. 
If the water is frozen solid to 


the wheat roots, the plant is killed 
outright, no matter how short a time 
it may remain. In a field with nn- 
dordrains water will seldom remain 
on the surface long enough to freeze 
down to the roots of the plants.

About Seed Corn. 


8ays u careful farmer: An examination 


of my last year's corn leads me to believe 
that it has not enough of germinating 
power to use for planting. Such seems 
to be the condition of much of the corn 
grown in this section of Illinois. The 
Bloomington Pantograph estimates that 
150 carloads ot seed corn will be needed 
by the farmers of McLean county. In 
some counties the farmers have clubbed 
together and sent to Kansas for seed. It 
would be a wise precedent for the farmers 
of this county to test satisfactorily their 
corn at once, so that if it will not germin- 
ate, they may look out elsewhere. Corn 
is indeed king in Illinois, and a partial 
failure from defective seed would entail a 
heavy loss upon the farming community.

" The Baptism of Fire" and How the Boy 


Preacher and Others Got It. 


EIGHT HUNDRED PEOPLE AT EARLY MKET- 


INO THIS MOBNINO.

"THE BAPTISM OB FIRE." 


I indeed baptise you with water unto 


repentance; but He that cometh after me 
is mightier than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear; He shall baptise you 
with the Holy Ghost and with fire.—St. 
Matthew 3-11. 


Tho above was tho text selected by 


Eev. Thomas Harrison at the extra meet- 
ing held at the First M. E. church at 3 
o'clock on yesterday afternoon, when he 
made a deeply interesting talk of about 
an hour's duration on "The Baptism of 
Fire" and how he received it. The con- 
gregation which filled every seat in the 
vast audience room and crowded the side 
and rear aisles, besides filling the space 
in and outside the chancel rail, was large- 
ly made up ot adult persons, scores of 
whom came in from the country and a 
number from distant towns and cities. 
The services began with singing and 
prayer, when Rev. Harrison selected his 
text and commenced speaking in his 
usual nervous and rather dramatic style, 
but all the while impressing his hearers 
with one important point—that he was 
deeply in earnest. In the beginning he 
dwelt upon the meaning of the words: 
"He will baptize you (anybody) with the 
Holy Ghost and with fire" but before 
telling how he received the baptism of 
fire the boy preacher, to make his re- 
marks more impreeeiue anil to remove 
any false notions that might exist in the 
minds of his hearers, told how other than 
Methodists had received the great bless- 
ing and power to do good. The first was 
Bev. [Finney, the Presbyterian evan- 
gelist, whose wonderful 
power over 


the people and his works were en- 
larged upon at considerable length; 
next 
came 
Mrs. Havergal, 
the 


daughter of nn Episcopal minister in 
England, who had received the baptism 
of fire; then Doctor Upham and Mrs. 
Edwards, of the Congregational church, 
and Bishop Fenelon and Madam Guyon, 
of the Catholic church, and Dr. Earl, of 
the Baptist churoh, and there were men- 
tioned Dr. Wilbur Fisk, Itev. Wm. Bram- 
well and Layman Hicks, the blacksmith, 
and Nannie Cutter, the dairyman's daugh- 
ter, of tho Methodists, who had been 
blessed with the same bnptism referred 
to in the text. After Mr. Harrison had 
related in a most effective manner the 
experience and testimony of tlioso named, 
10 waited a moment as ha walked about 
;he rostrum, and then commenced telling 
iis own personal experience in receiving 
ihe baptism of fire, which he pointedly 
described as his own gie;»t joy. He thank- 
ed God that ho knew ho had been baptiz- 
ed wonderfully with fire. During the 
week following hie conversion he had read 
about the baptism of fire having been 
received by others, and his great desire 
was to get it, and he was determined to 
obtain the great blessing. The way to 
get it was not clear to him, and for days 
and nights it worried and troubled him. 
He resolved to do something. Going 
alone up the mountain side, near his 
home, he took with him only a bible and 
iymu book. 
He had resolved to stay 


there for six hours or longer. He had 
planned to pursue a certain course and 
would remain on his knees until the 
blessing came. Then he realized that his 
course was ridiculous in the extreme. 
Immediately he made a complete surren- 
der of himself to God, and by prayer and 
faith Kev. Harrison stated that he was 
baptized with fire then nnd there in two 
minutes and a half. It went through 
aim body and soul, and all he could say 
was "Glory, glory, glory, glory, glory!" 
The evaugelist, as were his attentive hear- 
ers, was deeply moved by the interesting 
recital. To the blessing received Eev. 
Harrison attnbuled all of his power, 
which people pronounce strange and 
mysterious. The baptism, he said, didn't 
change his physical make-up. Ho is now 
of the same nervous temperament as he 
was before he was converted, and as im- 
petuous as ever—only that all the power 
he possessed is consecrated wholly to 
God, who had blessed him wonderfully. 
Soon after receiving thp baptism of fire, 
Mr. Harrison stated that he went to 
Brooklyn where he attended a Methodist 
conference, and one afternoon having no 
other place to go, he went into a Presby- 
terian Sunday school, where after con- 
siderable persuasion he was induced to 
go into a class. He detailed his feelings 
and impressions graphically, and when 
members of the school began speaking, 
he felt that he must either go away, pray, 
speak or shout. Finally he determined 
to speak, not intending to talk longer 
than three minutes. He spoke a few 
minutes, but what he said he could not 
recollect. He was compelled to stop by 
the sobbing and agony of a young man 
who sat in the same pew he occupied. 
Mr. Harrison stated that he was more 
than astonished and sat down before he 
had finished covered with confusion. At 
the close of the services, the officials of 
the school and members of the church 
came forward, shook hands with him, 
thanked him for his remarks and gave 
him an ovation that caused him much 
embarrassment. 
Before leaving 
the 


church Mr. Harrison met the young man 
•who was sobbing, and learned that he 
had been converted while he was speak- 
ing.

Thou art comforting and saving, 
Thou art sweetly filling now.

now; 
Fill me with Thy hallowed presence, 
Come, oil come, and fill mo now." 


After a few announcements had been 


made the benediction was pronounced. 


25 OONVEBSIONS. 


Last evening at the regular revival ser- 


Tioes the audience room was packed again 
to the doors, with late comers standing 
in the aisles. Bev. Harrison made a short 
talk. Daring the closing part of the ser- 
vice there were 61 persons at the altar, 
and 25 ot the number professed conver- 
sion, making the grand total ot converts 
in ten weeks, 1020. It was announced 
that Bev. Harrison would remain in 
Decatnr at least a week longer nnd hold 
revival and special meetings at the nsnal 
hours each day. 


THE SIX O'OtOOK MEETING. 


The all-day jubilee over 1,000 saved. 


since the revival began on Thanksgiving 
night, ten weeks ago, commenced at six 
o'clock this morning in the audience 
room at the First M. E. church. The 
church bell rang and at the time the ser- 
vices began there were nearly 800 people 
in the congregation. The meeting was 
given up entirely to an expression ot the 
religious experience of those present, the 
short talks from 225 persons being inter- 
spersed with prayers and gospel hymns. 
Besides Kev. Harrison there were pres- 
eat Eev. Dimmitt, Eev. Musgrove, Bev. 
Runnels, of Cleveland, and other minis- 
ters. In the congregation were noticed 
many Presbyterians and Baptists. 


THE MINISTERS SPEAK. 


A special service 'vas held at 10:30 a 


m., which also attracted a large assembly 
of people. The exercises bore upon the 
results of the great revival and were con- 
ducted under the direction of Kev. Harri- 
son. There were about a dozen visiting 
ministers in attendance, all ot whom 
made short speeches, giving their experi- 
ence in revival work. The meeting was 
one of great interest. 


This afternoon Mr. Harrison will relate 


his religious experience, and to-night the 
Brand jubilee revival will be held.

An Ordinance in Belation to Rail- 
roads. 


SECTION 1. Iff. it ordainrd i|/ the CUy Council 


of the city of Dctalur, Tliut it shall be unlawlul 
for any railroad . ouipany or corporatiun, con- 
ductor, cugmccr, aijuur. or oiuer employe of 
any such railrotut company or corpoiutloti or 
other pi rsori tnannglng or controlling any 
louomotivo onijino, ctir or train upon any rait- 
rontl track witnin tlio corporate liinlis ot said 
city of Decatur, to drive, propol or run any 
IMBSengor train withlu tuo limits olsaid city at 
« KraitCT rare of 8|>ped thnu ten miles per 
bour, or to drive, propel or run within said 
Ilmiis any locomotivo engine, car or train, 
other than a passenger train, at a greater rate 
ol' spued tnan six miles per hour, or In any 
manner to oustructthe travel or passa^eaioug 
any sidowallc or su*cet of said city by piacingror 
leaving upon, along- .or acroes any such sidc- 
wallt or street any truck, locomotive entfine.car 
or train ol' cars, or any material or thing; what- 
soever for n longer period than t, n minutes at 
auy OJJQ lime, and immediately thereafter for 
tho full period of ten minutes, such sidewalk 
or stroot shall not be again obstructed. Any 
company, curporutlon or person violating any 
of tbo provisions of this section shall bo sub- 
ject to a penalty of not less than five dollars 
nor more than two hundred dollars for each 
nnd every oHense. 


SECTION 2 That any railroad company or 
oorpoiatlon, which does now or hereafter may 
operuto any railroad wttliiii or through tho 
corporate limits of said city ot Decatur, shall 
construct and maintain sale, commodious and 
conuinicnt crossings across the track of such 
nulromi where tho same intersects any street, 
lune or avenue ol said city the full width of 
such street, lane or avenue, and shall also 
make and iiminUiin suflicient nnd proper con- 
duits, culverts and gutte a to curiy off all 
water under or along such railroad Irack. The 
C'ity Superintendent ot Streets phall, from 
time to lime, notify in writing the station 
ng. nt or other oflieeror ogent of any railroad 
company aloreeaid, within what time and in 
what manner said city will require the con- 
struction or ropair of tho crossings, conduits, 
culvorts and gutters aforesaid; and upon fail- 
ure of buch rullroud compa iy to construct or 
repair such crossings, conduits, culverts and 
gutters aforesaid pursuant to thr> notice afore- 
said, such railroad company shall forfeit to 
«a!d city one hundred dollars; and upon the 
persistent refusal of such railroad company 
to comply wi th tho notice aforesaid for n period 
of thirty days alter judgment lor tho first ana 
each successive forleiture, such railroad com- 
pany sbiill t'orleit to said cl'y a like sum of one 
hundred d. llara.
